1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for all of the claim limitations except the attaining of 
optical isotropy, does not reasonably provide enablement for the attainment of optical 
isotropy for the reasons set forth in both Paragraph No. 2 of Paper No. 092005, together 
with the following additional observations. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to 
make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. More 
particulariy, despite applicants' remarks set forth in the paragraph bridging pages 5-6 it 
must first be noted that optical isotropy, which is believed to be the attainment by, e.g. 
an optical substrate, of the same indexes of refraction in all directions, is not the same 
as the attainment of enhanced transparency. Thus applicants' remarks (Response, 
page 5-6 bridging paragraph) that "the desired optical isotropic properties can be 
attained by enhancing transparency of all the pressure sensitive adhesive layers" is 
believed to be an unsupported argument not yet proven on the record. Furthermore 
while it is noted that applicants have pointed out in their specification just where the 
attainment of enhanced transparency is taught it is still believed that in none of these 
places is the manner of the attainment of optical isotropy taught, nor are any of these 
aforementioned limitations In applicants' claims. Finally, as to applicants' contention 
that "optical isotropy can be achieved by having no substrate coating, which is shown in 
the Examples and Comparative Examples" the Examiner can only note that applicants' 
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specification nowhere appears to teach that this is the manner in which optical isotropy 
is attained. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kishioka, either individually, or in view of JP Abst '781 , substantially for the reasons set 
forth in Paragraph No. 4 of Paper No. 092005, together with the following additional 
observations. Initially it is noted that Kishioka contemplates embodiments which 
possess (paragraph 0064) the newly added adhesive sheet thickness range. 
Additionally, the formed adhesive sheet of the reference can also be comprised of two 
pressure sensitive adhesive layers, if desired (Paragraph 0065). Note also, that as 
previously stated, that although the article's layers generally possess a suitable film 
substrate or carrier they may exist without the presence of the substrate in certain 
embodiments. Finally, the recitations of the various optical/electrical articles found in 
applicants' independent claim are only methods of contemplated usage except for lines 
6-8 where the adhesive sheet's repeated peelability against these articles' outer 
surfaces appears to be nothing more than a somewhat vaguely stated performance 
parameter.
